Finally, the Applicant alleges that Florencio et al fail to teach or suggest an electronic watermark data table for storing electronic 
watermark data arranged in accordance with the picture type. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The watermark processor 104 is 
explained by Florencio et al to multiply electronic watermark data by j multipliers, depending on the picture type in column 4, line 57 to 
column 5, line 7, The output of the multiplication process from the watermark generator 208 will be stored at the watermark encoder 210 
along with the image data received from the data storage device 200. Therefore, Florencio et al explain the watermark encoder 210 
storing all the watermark data arranged in accordance with the picture type.
